'Vhat's different about patriotic youth's 
environmental awareness?' 1 . 

It ray well be wise to point out at the 
very start, that for todays patriotic you- 
th, enviromental awareness has an entirly 
different meaning than to a member of the 
internationalist orientated variety" of 
the wider green movement, or to a wooly 
hatted member of the green party, not to 
mention members of the tory, liberal or 
labour party, who wander about in green 
tinted glasses. 

To most greens of the international cre- 
ed, the preservation of the enviroment is 
motivated by very elementry realism. Name- 
ly to preserve the planet to sustain life 
for future generations. The question "for 
whom?" does not arise. Nor do they campa- 
ign to preserve the local folks spiritual- 
ity, culture and moral values. 

The patriotic racially aware youth has a 
ruch higher & nobler aims for their enviro 
rental awareness. Theirs is not only to 
preserve the planet to sustain the physic- 
al life for themselves Sr. future generation 
Their aim is is to maintain the diversity 
of mankind as God created it. Each human 
race on its own continent, each ethnic 
group on the soil their ancestors toiled 
with their blistered hands as a human 
right. 

It is good common sense to Englands, to 
Europe's patriotic youth to preserve their 
inherited land and have the sole right of 
possession to hand it down to their child- 
ren. Each nationality, each ethnic group, 

- ■*. each generation must practice their 


forefathers culture in order that they may 
enjoy it, & what's most important, that 
they are able to hand it down to their de— 
scendents. Similarly, it is wise to know & 
understand our moral values & live by them 
like their forefathers did. To live a 
clean & meaningful life in accordance with 
the regions spirituality. A spirituality 
that is close to nature & teaches us only 
to take from the earth only what we need Sr. 
ensure that we do not poison the earth, the 
enviroment that provides us with our own 
physical needs. 

If we now compare the environmental aims 
of the "internationalists" with our own ie 
the patriotic youth who is engaged in a 
fierce battle against environmental, cultur- 
al, racial, moral & spiritual pollution. 

This i believe would suggest that our moti- 
ves for preservation are more broad, more 
deep rooted. Since we firmly believe to be 
effective we must act locally but think 
globally. We are doing it for the continu- 
ation of our lineage & every ethnic group 
doing it for the same reason. Co-operating 
with oneanother, liasing & monitoring our 
efforts, our chances for succeeding are 
considerably enhanced. 

Of course we give credit to the campaign 
organisations of the wider green movement 
like GREENPEACE, FRIENDS OF THE EARTH, etc 
but most regretably, their efforts are 
hampered because they are of the same 
"world view" as the polluters, they supp- 
ort "internationalism". Nationalists, more 
narticularly, nationalist youth, here in 
Europe, & worldwide 'for that matter, have 
at their side. 

Ours is a combined effort of preserving 
a clean healthy enviroment for us & our 
descendents, but also to re— discover our 
lost spirituality of the pre-christian era 
that gave us the wisdom & insight to live 
close to nature, to understand tne sensit- 
ivly balanced ecological system & the lam. s 
of nature. It was this pre-christian spir- 
ituality & our forefathers observation of 
human nature & nature, that our ancestors 
used to work out a moral code that served 
us well throughout the millenia. Rediscov- 
ering our spirituality, our culture and 
moral values will aid us to restore the 
enviroment & provide for us more than just 
a physical -existence, it will give us and 
our children a quality of life fit for 
demi Gods.

YULETIDE 


THE TRUE MEANING 
OF ‘CHRIST MAS’. 




Virtually all the enduring customs associated with ’Christmas* are in fact con- 
tinuations of our native Odinic Yule celebrations. For long before, the invading ^ 
alien cult of Christianity had even been concieved. Yule had been celebrated as 
the mid winter festival. This was a particularly important festival for our folk 
as it marked the ’rebirth of the sun- the giver of life* and the promise of a 
coming spring. 

For our ancestors winter could be a time of great hardship* If the harvest had 
been poor then food would be scarce, hunting was hard. Starvation was a constant 
worry & our people had no-one to organise pop concerts to raise money for food!. 
They had no-one to organise food distribution, they had only their family & tribe 
group to rely on. It bred a hardy & innovative folk. As the winter deepened, the 
sun stayed lese * less in the sky, in some parts of our Northland (as now of cou- 
rse) it vanished entirely. At the winter solstice it reached its lowest point & 
then began : : rise again, as if ’reborn*. For this reason this night was called 
*The Mother 5ighi f £ began the Yule festival. 

The vcrd The itself derives from the old English Hweol or Geol (old Norse Iul 
or Jol w h ic h nears wheel. This reminds us of the turning of the wheel of nature, 
the wheel of life, the eternal cycle of birth, living, death, rebirth. Great 
feasting t::i ’lace k celebrations. The twelve nights of Yule represent the twel- 
ve Barths rf ne year, and to celebrate with family and friends was to hope for 
good luce: ~ r r: _gh the coning year. A Yule tree was placed in the house represent- 
ing the re :: life Tggdrasil.
